MERCURY ‘DROPS 
TO FROST MARK 


Last evening marked the first teally 
mentionable touch of frost which has 
been felt in the Edmonton district, 
The thermometer at the Metereologi+ 
cal station registered 29 degrees as 
the lowest temperature following a 
day which was decidedly chilly. Bev- 
eral] thermometers throughout the 
country regiftered four degrees -ot 
frost annd it is probable this was a 
commo temperature last evening ‘n 
the low lying districts.” 

The touch of frost seems to have 
been general throughout the west. ia 
Winnipeg and throughout Manitoba 
the thermometer stood at nearly eigh- 
ty degrees and by this morning drop. 
ped away down dangerously near the 
freezing point. Light frosts are :e- 
ported at Calgary, Swift Current and 


any materia) frost damage. Owing 
however, to the rapid maturing weath- 
er of the past six weeks, the princi- 
pai damage, even a considerable frost 
could do now, would be to ‘knock 
grades by discoloration and shrink- 
age. In this respect, the present crop 
is in far better anere now than two 
years ago when a killing frost caught 
much of the spring wheat wiiile yet 
in the milk siage.

Inguiries have m made by the 
Bulletin, as to.the probable effect f 
last night’s frost throughout the E4- 
monton district.

FOR AIR NAVIGATION 


Young English Aeroplanist named 
Henry Farman, Covers Hundred 
Miles in Two Hours and Thirty- 
three Minutes and Wins Prize of 
$10,000. 


Rheims, Aug. 27.—Flashing areund 
the course in the glare of searchlights, 
Henry Farman, the English gero- 
planist, using a biplane of his own 
design, estaklished « new world’s re- 
cord, both for distance and duration 
of flight at Bethney Field this even- 
ing, thus capturing the Grand Prix 
de Lachampagne purse of $10,000, 

The daring young Englishman made 
nineteen circuits of the course, a dis- 
tance of 19 kilometres, or 118.06 
nfiles, exclusive of the wide swing in 
making @urves. He was in the air 
approximately three hours and four- 
teen miputes. His time for the 100 
miles was 2 hours 33 minutes.

MONTREAL STEAMER BURNED: 


The Spare R. & O. Boat Prescott Des- 
troyed at Her Pier. 


Montreal, Aug. 27—The Richelea 
& Ontario Navigation agg, accel 
stexrmer Prescott was so badly damag- 
ed by fire tonight while moored along- 
side her dock as to be practi¢ally a 
total loss, How the fire etart 8 
unknown. It anddenly was seen to 
be making headway through the frame 
work of the old boat whieh had been 
used as a spare lately and by thé 
time the fire brigade arrived the 
flames wete in control of ail the up- 
per structure. 

It took half an hour's hard work 
before the fire was under control. It 
spread to a small wooden shed ad- 
joining and desrtoyed jit. One or two 
hands were aboard the Prescott at 
the time but were ynable to say how 
the fire had got started. 

The Prescott is ineured and the 
R. & O. estimate the loss at $40,000. 
The last time the Prescott was used 
was on Thursday when 260 members 
of the League of American Munici- 
palities went down the Lachine Rap- 
ids in her and made an inspection 
of the river front. 


MEN AND WOMEN MEET 
DEATH UNEXPECTEDLY 


Oo Fatalities are Reported From 

ifferent Parts of Canada and the 
United Sta’ hs Take Place 
From Many Causes. 


Huntsville, Ont., August 28.—While 
driving over a level railway crossing, 
Thomas Gaunt, aged 21, wae killed 
instantly by a C.P.R. flyer. . In the 
rig also were Fred Sutherland, aged 
15, who received a severe skull frac- 
ture, and John Ward, who escaped. 
The horse was cut to pieces and the 
tig completely demolished. Just be- 
fore reaching the crossing the train 
swept around a curve at a junction 
of the track and the road, which is 
in an orchard, gbstructed the viow.

The dead man was a weaver, cmploy- 
ed ‘by the Oriental Textile Go., Ltd. 
The boy was unconscious at a late 
hour tonight and is very low. 

Died as Result of Fight. 

Peterboro, August 27.—Arthur Bol- 
lard, aged 19, son of Arthur Bollard, 
Toronto, died this afternoon as the re- 
sult, a report gives, of a iight Monday 
nigdt at Chemung Park, « summer re- 
sort near here, where the Bollards 
were staying. There is said to have 
been bad biood between Boilard and 
Harry and Fred Juppling, who lived 
in the village of Bridgenorth, near 
Chemung. Bollard was eet upon by 
both and was injured internally. 
Fred Juppling has blood poisoning 
from his hand, wounded in the fight 
and is in a critical condition in the

were drowned at Slide Hill, on the 
west coast of the Island, yesterday, 
while attempting a landing through 
the surf. Neither eould swim. 

Toronto, August 27.—With only one 
tooth left in his head, Louis Garbov- 
itz lies at his home, 46 Agnes street, 
He worked for Marke Granetstein, of 
486 West Wellington street, and wae 
struck on the head by a hoist. He 
had looked down the shaft to see 
if the hoist was coming up, but in- 
stead it was going down and hit him 
on the back of his head, knocking 
his mouth against the bar along the 
edge of the shaft. Gaerbovits was 45 
years old, 

Biown From Cannon's Mouth. 

Escanaba, Mich,, August 27.—Paul 
Paulson, « member of the local divi- 
sion of the Michigan Naval reserves, 
sacrificed his life to the curiosity af 
a crowd and was blown from the 
mouth of a cannon, which he was 
loading, preparatory to firing a salute 
to Mayor Ross, of Milwaukee. The 
reserves had been called out to act 
as guards of honor to the speakers at 
the country fair and a gun crew was 
detailed to fire the old brass muzzle- 
loading piece. Claser and closer 
came the crowd andé the reserves 
found themselves hemmed about the 
gun so ¢lasely that it wae almost im 
possible for them to work. Paulson 
was at the muzzle ramming down the 
last bits of wadding. One of hi» com- 
rades had inserted the fuse and was 
eprinkling the grains of priming pow- 
der when some spectator flicked the 
fire from his cigar. It fell upon the 
powder at the touch hole piece aud 
before the crowd realized the danger, 
or befare Pautson had any intima- 
tion of the oceurrence, there was a 
territie explos‘on. The reserve was 
blown fully 14 feet. He was literally 
blown to atoms, his lower jaw being 
wrenched away, a great hole torn in 
his throat and his chest mangled,

Pittsburg, Aug. 28.—Three hundred 
etrikebreakers quit the McKee’s Roc« 
plant of the Pressed Steel Car Com- 
pany and told such a story of cruelty 
and suffering within the stockade as 
were only éxceeded by the Libby and 
Andersonville prisons during the ¢ivi 
war. Many of the men were so lil 
from foul food, unsanitaty quarters, 
overwork and the hounding of the 
guards that the federe] agent “Hoag- 
land held a special session of the gov- 
ernmet investigation committee in or- 
der ts get their stories before they be- 
came to sick to testify. 

Onne May Net Recover. 

One of them, Martin Hart, of New 
York, was so badly beaten as he tried 
to make his way from the stockade 
that he may not recover. Two hund- 
red of Hart’s friends stormed ‘the 
stockade later in the afternoon, de- 
termined to punish the rda em- 
ployed by the company who attacked 
him mnd left him unconscious in the 
street. 

Moreover, the strikebreakere also 
declared that since yesterday, scores 
of wounded and half starved men had 
been locked up by the companies’ 
officials before the United States im- 
vestigators could find them ad som:
